W asninaron, April 6.—The secretary 
of the treasury has written a letter, in 
w hich he declines to relieve the secunri- 
ties on the bond of an interna! revenue 
gauger who was convicted in St Louis 
of complicity in the whisky ring, and 
sentenced to 15 months imprisonment. 
Subsequently a judgment for $10,000 
was rendered against his sureties, but 
the principal was recently pardoned by 
President Grant. 

The sure ies offered to pay one thon- 
sand and, claimed that they should be 
relieved, as the principal was one of 
many conspirators, several officers of 
the government being among them; 
that he has sinee been pardoned on the 
criminal offense; and further, that their 
property has depreciated in value, and 
they are not able to nay the judgment. 
The secretary, in reply, speaks of the 
whisky ring and savs this crime was & 
wholesale fraud and conspiracy, in- 
volving the loss of many millions of 
public revenue and the wide betraval 
of public trust that threate aed the utter 
subversion of the revenue laws. Ii a 
case ever occurred of open daring and 
palpable violation of pub'ic duty, it 
was this conspiracy, known as the St. 
Louis whisky ring. 

The sureties are admitted on all 
hands to be free from the fraud and 
crime of their principal, but they did 
assume a pecuniary liability for him 
and in jaw are holden to the full ex 

tent of their liabilities.
